3. Definitions. In this Ordinance , unless the 
context otherwise requires, 


Whereas the Indian Council of World Affairs 
Ordinance, 2000, to provide for the aforesaid 
matters was promulgated by the President on 
the 1st day of September, 2000 ; 


(a ) " appointed day ” means the date of 
commencement of this Ordinance ; 


(b ) " Chairperson " means the Chairperson of 
the Governing Body ; 


And whereas the Indian Council of World 
Affairs Bill , 2000 , to replace the said Ordinance 
has been passed by the House of the People and 
is pending in the Council of States ; 


( c ) " Council" means the Indian Council of 
World Affairs incorporated under section 4 ; 


And whereas the Indian Council of World 
Affairs Ordinance, 2000 ceased to operate on the 
ist day of January, 2001; . 


( d ) " Director -General" means the Director 
-General of the Council ; 


And whereas for giving continued effect to the 
provisions of the said Ordinance , the Indian 
Council of World Affairs Ordinance , 2001 was 
promulgated by the President on the 5th day of 
January, 2001;
